IN the year 16935 oiar Author publilhed his Pharmamo- 
giafen MamduSfso ad Material Medicam^ of which an 
Account was, given in thefe Tranfa&hns^ ( vi%.^ N. 204. 
pag. 92SI* After the pubiifhing of which, he obferved 
an Increafe of the Materia, Medica^ many Medicinal Sim^ 
pies being ufed in the Shops, and likewife he met with 
feveral Books relating thereto^ which either were not 
then publjlhed, or had not come to his knowledge be« 
fore. And our Author having alfo received advice from 
divers Ingenious perfons, who iiad travelled into Foreiga 
Countries^ that his aforefaid Book was well received, not 
only in h\tnce and Hollcmi^ but likewife in Itdy and the 
remoter parts of Germany ^ made him think a Suppleaienc 
neceflary to render it more ufeful to other Countries: 
And becaufe it has extended its progrefs 10 the Neigh- 
bourhood of Gr^^ce, that ancient Fountain of Lfearning, 
be cond'jded, that it would not be ^improper to add out 
of Diofcorldcs and the Foreign Difpenratorles, all thole 
things which he had omitted pubrifiiiug : And that in a

Book by themfelves, without ftaying for the reprinting of 
the former Book. 

Our Author had made a confiderable Progrefs in his 

defign , when he received advice that Monficur Topirm- 
fort was J by the Fre/^r^^ Rings Order, gone into Greece? 
and the adjacent Iflands, in learch of Plants, efpecially 
chofe of DhfcmdiJ ^ this occafioned him to ftop 
th^ profecution of his Work for forae years, in hopes 
that great and accurate Botanift would upon his return 
gratifie the Curious with Iiis Difcoveries of the true and 
iTcnuin€ Plants of the Ancient Greciaf/s, which had per- 
pJext the Herbarifts of our late Ages. 

In this Supplement our Author took care to fet tho 
M'Scrm Medka of Biofcorides in a clear light 5 and for 
fhat end confulted all the Auihors that he could meet 
with upon that fubjed, keeping as clofe as he couid to 
his Text, in which he chiefly adhered to the Tranflation 
and Commentary of hUtthioIm, And becaufe in this 
performance he travelled in an untrodden path , 
knowing of no precedent in any Language, he there- 
fore confulted both the Dead and Living, (^'. f. ) noi: 
only Books, but many Perfons of Ingenuity and Learn- 
ingo The nature of the Work requiring the Virtues of 
each Simple to be annext, and iht defign of the Book 
requiring Brevity, he chofe to tranfcribe them from Au- 
thors, which had already contrafted to his mnd 3 bur at 
the fame time, to avoid the Imputation ot Pldgiarifp^^ he 
at che end of every Tranfcription inferred the biarae of 
the refpeftive Au^^hor : Nor did he chink it any difcredil: 
toliim, that he h.KJ the aiiilb.nce otothers^^ bur rather a 
Glory, and therei'orc doth Hxcou- •■•■••■■:?■ r:-- Work acknow- 
ledge the Perfons he had advice ^-i-:--- -t..

Limmington, m.Bampflnre ^ gdly, by Boyling only, as iV(?2:^- 
cW^^and Scotch '&aiji. To thefe he adds the manner of 
ina^k^ng Salt from Sea-3and m La^f^ire smd other. places .3 
and likewife obferves, that both Speed and Camden did 
rake notice of the Evaporation of Sea Water into Salt, by 
theSian, ixj t:he hollows of certain Stones in the Bilhoprick 
of JOurham. 

In the Chapter of Mineral Waters, he takes notice of 
their feveral divifions and forts made by his Neighbour

In the Chapter of Stams^ our Author ohferves^ that 
th^ Adarce of Dr Plat is nothing but anincruftation, oe- 
cafioned upon the mixing a Ghalyheat Wacer- near its 
fourfe with another irom a grave}ly\|0]^ mM^h by to- 
t:k)S.the firi^, caufes the precipitation* 
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In the id Book our Author (liews that the P^cc^ Stm^ 
fk^ or Golien Mop^ of Df Grew^So celebrated in '&n 
jBd^mcptyfis, is only the Down of the Root of a ion ci 
Fern, growing in Tartary or China ; which Root he coiv 
jedures to be the Agnus Scythicm^ of which Authors 
write fo many Fabulous Stories. He ennumerarcs the 
many Controvcrfies among Botanick Authors about 
WVz;//ee^', concloding it to be the Seed of a fort oi 
W ormt0t»oA^; Ththxaoxx^Cylonian fUnt againfl Beafnel^^ 
of Mr MuAo-^^ he affirms to be a fort of Mint 5 Ipcam- 
unha to be the Root of an American Herbj near a kind 
to the Herba Purk : Amfum Judictim to be the Seed- 
Veflel of a (brt of Fraxittella. The Star of the Edrtl\ 
(fo cali'd,) in a famous R.eceipt againft the biting of 
Mad»Dogfy he proves to bQth^Qro^fip^^ and not the 
Sefamoides Salamanticm^ Magnum^ which feme miftake it 
for. Soia^ of which JK^e^^i^;^p is made^ is the Seed of an

In the Dendrology our Author demonftrates PalmOj/l 
to be made of the Fruit of an African Palm tret : Md- 
diva^ and Makhar- Nuts to be Hkevvife the Fruits of two 
Jsdian Palms^ as Sagoe is thef^ces of the Pitch of ano- 
ther P^/;^ granulated. He obferves the various forts of 
Dragons Blood now to be found in the Shops 5 and gives 
a farther account of the Tree which yields the famous 
Peruvian Bark. He acquaints^ us whst Trees or Shrubs 
they are which do produce the Simples publ5fhed by ihe 
late Mr Marhw^ under the feigned titles of F^ygima and 
Molucca Nuts, Bengala Beans and Bermudas Berr?ts^ Caf- 
fina^ and Perygna. The F^ba San^ii hn^Hj lie pro¥es to 

be a fort of ^nx Vomica^

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In tlie tMrd atid laft Book, our Aiitlior <?l* a fum^ 
farther account of the CWIi^cfe^ r/ot>iii;4 li lu beof afii* 
iiial produftioo, tnd that it if not ^iny of Englifh t^dy^ 
cow^ as fome hm€ affirtti'd : The Gh£bpetta ht believes 
to be the petrified Teeth of Sharks* Coiicerning the 
Serpef^Hm Jime^ lie taket notice of the dilTereoce in 
Authors about it> viz. whether il is a iNlatiir al or Ar* 
tificia! produdion, and whether it hath the Virtue to 
expel Poifon in Venenious bites or not > He enume* 
rates the fevpral alTertions of the Learned pro & con^ 
quoting divers of their Experiments, and at laft con- 
dudes, that both Matural and Artificial are to be met 
with, and that the different operations muft arifc from 
thence* Wedr^ del forco our Author affirms to be only 
a» JEgagropiU f ou^d in the Stomach of a l^orcufim. To 
thefe he adds fome Obfervations taken from B. Camilli 
his Papers, not only concerning this Stone, but likewife 
BizMrs. The whole Book abounds with many Curious 
Obfervations, for the farther dilucidation of the Mate-* 
ri a Medic 4^ which we recommend to the peruM of the 
Giffious; 
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
